U.S. Adds 
To Border 
Security 

White House steps up fight 
against Mexican drug cartels 

WASHINGTON I The U.S. is sending more 
money, technology and manpower to help 
Mexico fight drug cartels and keep violence 
from spilling across the southwestern bor- 
der, Obama administration officials said 
Tuesday. 

Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
plans to travel to Mexico on 
Wednesday for the start of 
several weeks of high-lev- 
el meetings between the 
two countries on the drug 
violence issue. Homeland 
Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano and Attorney 
General Eric Holder are 
expected to meet with Mexican officials in 
early April. 

Violent turf battles among the cartels 
have wreaked havoc in Mexico in recent 
years and led to a spate of kidnappings and 
home invasions in some U.S. cities. 

The Obama administration’s multi-agency 
plan includes nearly 500 agents and support 
personnel. However, officials did not say where 
the additional agents would come from or how 
long they would stay at the border. 

Napolitano said officials were still con- 
sidering whether to deploy the National 
Guard to the Arizona and Texas borders with 
Mexico, which the governors had requested. 
Deputy Attorney General David Ogden said 
the combined efforts of the U.S. and Mexican 
governments would “destroy these criminal 
organizations.” (ap)

WASHINGTON I President Obama 
looked to steer the nation’s eco- 
nomic attention to the bigger pic- 
ture Tuesday night and away from 
recent days’ micro -focus on out- 
rage over exec- 
utive bonuses, 
declaring signs 
of progress as his 
administration 
attacks the crisis 
“on all fronts.” 

“It’s a strate- 
gy to create jobs,

The president took particular 
care to defend the $3.6 trillion 
budget proposal that includes his 
ambitious, all-at-once agenda of 
increased health care coverage, 
higher education spending and a 
new “cap-and-trade” system on 
greenhouse gases emissions. The 
blueprint starts its journey through 
Congress this week. 

“This budget is inseparable from 
this recovery because it is what lays 
the foundation for a secure and last-

Industry offers to stop 
charging sick people

debate over reforming the nation’s 
health care system to rein in costs 
and cover an estimated 48 million 
uninsured people. It was contained 
in a letter to key senators. 

In the letter, the two insurance 
industry groups said their members 
are willing to “phase out the prac- 
tice of varying premiums based on 
health status in the individual mar- 
ket” if all Americans are required 
to get coverage. Although the letter 
left open some loopholes, it was still 
seen as a major development.

the creation of a government insur- 
ance plan that would compete with 
them, something that liberals and 
many Democrats are pressing for. 
To try to win political support, the 


industry has already made a num- 
ber of concessions.

The latest offer goes beyond 
that. 

Insurance companies now 
charge very high premiums to 
people who are trying to purchase 
coverage as individuals and have a 
history of medical problems. Even 
if such a person is offered coverage, 
that person is often unable to afford

Anthrax Letters 
Mailed to Capitol

2 Dead After Boat Sinks 


Coast Guard searches 
for survivors in frigid 
Atlantic Ocean off N. J. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. | A fishing boat 
sank in rough seas off New Jersey 
on Tuesday morning, killing two 
people and leaving four missing in 
the icy ocean as relatives gathered 
at the water’s edge to pray for their 
safe return. 

The Lady Mary, a 71-foot scallop 
boat based at Cape May in southern 
New Jersey and owned by a North 
Carolina man, sank at about 5 a.m. 
with seven people aboard about 75 
miles off the coast. 

Only one crew member was 
conscious and alert when he was 
plucked with two others from the 
water by a helicopter. Two heli- 
copters, an airplane and two boats 



Coast Guard helicopters were scour- 
ing the Atlantic Ocean for survivors. 


swept a 225-square-mile area of 
the Atlantic Ocean for the remain- 
ing people. 

All seven crew members were 
wearing cold-water survival suits, 
the Coast Guard said, but it was not 
clear how long they could hold out 
in the 40 -degree water, with the air 
temperature at 33 degrees. 


At the dock where the Lady Mary 
was based, about two dozen relatives 
and friends of the fishermen held 
hands and prayed. “God, we pray 
for a miracle,” said Marcia Janifer, 
whose sister is engaged to Roy Smith 
Jr., one of the missing men. 

An hour after receiving a trans- 
mission at 7^30 a.m. from an emer- 
gency radio beacon, a Coast Guard 
helicopter found three crew mem- 
bers in the water near an empty 
life raft bobbing in the ocean. They 
were taken to a hospital, where one 
was pronounced dead and a second 
died shortly afterward. Petty Offi- 
cer Mark Jones said. 

The third rescued crew mem- 
ber, Louis Jose Arieas, was able 
to tell authorities that all seven 
members of the crew donned life- 
saving suits “and abandoned ship.”

High Court Takes Up 'Hillary’ Movie

candidate Hillary Rodham Clinton was journalism ora political attack advertisement. 


Decision in case could 
have huge impact on 
campaign finance law 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
on Tuesday questioned whether 
government regulation of a movie 
critical of former presidential can- 
didate Hillary Rodham Clinton 
might also be used to ban books 
critical of political hopefuls dur- 
ing election season. 

One justice warned that the 
future of U.S. campaign finance 
law could ride on their decision 
about whether the anti- Clinton 
movie was journalism or a politi- 
cal attack ad. 

Government lawyers argued 
that the conservative group Citizens 
United’s 90 -minute documentary 
“Hillary: The Movie” is a political 


ad just like traditional TV spots 
and, therefore, is regulated by the 
nation’s campaign finance laws. 
Arguing that a movie and a cam- 


paign ad are the same could have 
adverse consequences for the McCa- 
in-Feingold law. Justice Anthony 
Kennedy said. “If we think that the 


application of this to a 90 -minute 
film is unconstitutional, then the 
whole statute should fall,” Ken- 
nedy said. 

Citizens United wanted to pay 
for its documentary “Hillary: The 
Movie” to be shown on home video- 
on-demand, and for ads promoting 
the movie to be shown in key states 
while the former New York sena- 
tor was competing with President 
Obama for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 

Federal judges, however, said 
the movie should be regulated like 
a TV ad. 

Only one justice, Stephen Breyer, 
acknowledged actually watching the 
movie and his reaction: It’s “not a 
musical comedy,” he said. 

The justices are expected to 
make a decision before early sum- 
mer. (AP) 


Specter Says 
He Will Oppose 
Union Measure 

WASHINGTON | In a setback for 
organized labor, Pennsylvania Sen. 
Arlen Specter said Tuesday he will 
oppose a bill that 
makes it easier for 
workers to form 
unions. 

Specter was 
the only Republi- 
can to support the 
Employee Free 
Choice Act two 
years ago, and unions were hoping 
he might be the crucial 60th vote 
needed to overcome an expected 
GOP filibuster of the measure. 

The bill would allow a majority of 
workers at a company to organize by 
signing cards, a change from current 
practice that lets employers mandate 
secret ballot elections, (ap)

Man refused to censor 
images of women in 
short skirts, dancing 

KABULI The manager of an Afghan 
television network who refused to 
censor images of women dancing in 
short skirts and plunging necklines 
was arrested in what appeared to 
be a new sign of the government’s 
struggle to define the role of Islam 
in the country. 

The government has previously 
censured television stations and 
taken others to court, but the arrest 
of Emrose TV’s Fahim Khodamani 
on Monday was the first for airing 
overly salacious content, the Afghan 
deputy attorney general said. 

The debate over television in this 
conservative Muslim country heated 
up after U.S.-led forces toppled the 
Taliban in 2001. Aggressive Afghan 
government attempts to censor TV 
programs could be part of a strat- 
egy to temper conflict with the 
Taliban. Or it could be an attempt 
to siphon support from Afghans 
drawn to the Taliban’s conserva- 
tive style of Islam, (ap) 


Labor delegates agree 
to enter Netanyahu s 
incoming government 

JERUSALEM | Israel’s Labor Party 
voted Tuesday to join the incoming 
government of Benjamin Netan- 
yahu, giving a centrist tone to the 
coalition that has looked hard-line 
up to now. 

Party secretary Eitan Cabel 
announced the results of the vote 
after a heated debate — 680 in favor 


and 507 against. 

“I’m happy that party delegates 
have decided to enter the govern- 
ment,” Ofer Eini, head of the His- 
tadrut labor union and a Labor Party 
operative, told Israel’s Army Radio. 

But others chanted “Disgrace” 
after the announcement. 

Netanyahu has signed coalition 
agreements with Yisrael Beitenu 
and Shas, two parties known for 
their tough policy lines toward the 
Palestinians, as is Netanyahu’s own 
Likud Party. Labor, in contrast, has 


been in the fore- 
front of Mideast 
peace efforts. 

Labor’s 13 seats 
in the parliament 
would give Netan- 
yahu a majority of 
66 in the 120-seat 
house. But there 
is a possibility that the party could 
split as a result of the vote. 

Labor’s vote was the first indi- 
cation of a possible softening of the 
future government’s platform, and 


it also opens prospects for the more 
moderate Kadima Party, led by cur- 
rent Foreign Minister Tzipi Livni, to 
agree to join the government. 

Prime Minister-designate Benja- 
min Netanyahu reached a prelimi- 
nary deal Tuesday with Labor’s lead- 
er, Defense Minister Ehud Barak. 

“I won’t be anyone’s fig leaf or 
anyone’s third wheel,” Barak said 
ahead of the vote. “We will be the 
counterweight that will guarantee 
that we won’t have a narrow right- 
wing government.” mark lavie (ap) 


Syria: We’ll Wait 
And See on U.S. 

BEIRUTI Syria’s president says it’s still 
too early to judge the Obama admin- 
istration’s Mideast policies but noted 
there is a change in the American 
tone toward Damascus. 

President Bashar Assad says 
Washington is in the process of 
working out the new administration’s 
stance on Mideast issues and that 
“therefore, we have to wait before 
passing judgment.” Assad made the 
remarks in an interview with Leba- 
non’s As-SaRr newspaper. Excerpts

S. Africa Won’t Grant Visa 


The Dalai Lama will 
be kept out of country 
until after World Cup 

JOHANNESBURG I The South African 
government said Tuesday that the 
Dalai Lama is not welcome until 
after the 2010 football World Cup, 
for fear tensions over Tibet would 
overshadow all other issues at a 
time when South Africa wants to 
focus on hosting the international 
sporting event. 

Organizers said earlier that 
a peace conference scheduled in 
Johannesburg on Friday has been 
indefinitely postponed because 
the government had barred atten- 
dance by the Tibetan leader, who 
has clashed with China. 

Tibet’s government-in-exile said 
South Africa was acting under pres-

sure from China, but South Africa’s 
government denied it. 

When asked by reporters wheth- 
er the Tibetan Nobel peace laureate 
would be issued a visa before the

lanthe, said: “No, we won’t.” He 
said he did not want a visit to be a 
distraction at a time when South 
Africa was hoping to showcase its 
transformation from pariah state 
to international role model. 

Masebe on Monday said South 
Africa would not allow the Dalai 
Lama to visit the country for the 
peace conference, citing South 
Africa’s ties to China. Fellow Nobel 
peace laureate Archbishop Des- 
mond Tutu, and members of the 
Nobel Committee, pulled out of the 
conference in response. 

Friday’s conference had been 
meant to highlight ways foot- 
ball can promote peace, and all 
Nobel peace laureates had been 
invited, along with world states- 
men and Hollywood celebrities.

France May Pay 
Nuke Test Victims 


Government bows 
to decades of pressure 
on compensation issue 

PARiS I The French government 
offered for the first time Tuesday 
to compensate victims of nucle- 
ar tests in Algeria and the South 
Pacific, bowing to decades of pres- 
sure by people sickened by radiation 
— and seeking to soothe France’s 
conscience. 

“It’s time for our country to be at 
peace with itself, at peace thanks to 
a system of compensation and repa- 
rations,” French Defense Minister 
Herve Morin said in presenting a 
draft law on the payouts. 

Victims cautiously welcomed the 
move, nearly 50 years after France 
conducted its first atomic tests. 
But they say it’s still too stingy and 
is only a first step toward healing 
wounds left by explosions that sent 
blinding flashes over French Poly- 
nesia and the Sahara Desert.

aside about $13.5 million for the 
compensation for the first year, 
Morin said. The U.S. government, 
by comparison, has approved more 
than $1.38 billion in compensation 
to victims of nuclear tests since the 
enactment of the Radiation Expo- 
sure Compensation Act in 1990. 

About 150,000 people, includ- 
ing civilian and military person- 
nel, were on-site for the 210 tests 
France carried out in the Sahara 
Desert and the South Pacific from 
I960 to 1996. 

Morin said anyone with health 
problems who resided near the test 
sites would be eligible to seek pay- 
outs.

Man Survived 2 A-Bombs in Japan 


TO K YO I A 93-year-old Japanese man 
has become the first person certified 
as a survivor of both U.S. atomic 
bombings at the end of World War 
II, officials said Tuesday. 

Tsutomu Yamaguchi had 
already been a certified “hiba- 
kusha,” or radiation survivor, of 


the Aug. 9, 1945, atomic bombing 
in Nagasaki but has now been con- 
firmed as surviving the attack on 
Hiroshima three days earlier, too, 
officials said. 

The atomic bomb attacks killed 
about 140,000 people in Hiroshima

Sen. Cardin introduces 
bill to allow papers to 
pick tax-exempt status 

WASHINGTON I Struggling news- 
papers should be allowed to oper- 
ate as nonprofits similar to public 
broadcasting stations. Sen. Ben- 
jamin Cardin, D-Md., proposed 
Tuesday. 

Cardin introduced a bill that 
would allow newspapers to choose 
tax-exempt status. They would no 
longer be able to make political 


endorsements but could report on 
all issues including political cam- 
paigns. Advertising and subscription 
revenue would be 
tax-exempt, and 
contributions to 
support cover- 
age could be tax 
deductible. 

Cardin said in 
a statement that 
the bill is aimed 
at preserving local newspapers, not 
large newspaper conglomerates. 

“We are losing our newspaper 


industry,” said Cardin. “The econ- 
omy has caused an immediate 
problem, but the business model 
for newspapers, based on circu- 
lation and advertising revenue, is 
broken, and that is a real tragedy 
for communities across the nation 
and for our democracy.” 

Cardin said his proposal may not 
be the best choice for some major 
newspapers but “should be an option 
for many newspapers that are strug- 
gling to stay afloat.” 

Speaking on the Senate floor, 
Cardin added, “As local papers are 


closing, we’re losing a valuable tradi- 
tion in America — critically impor- 
tant to our communities, critically 
important to our democracy.” 

The head of the newspaper 
industry’s trade group called the 
bill a positive step. 

John Sturm, president and chief 
executive officer of the Newspaper 
Association of America, said the 
proposal “recognizes changes in 
the law might be necessary to pro- 
vide a boost to newspapers trying 
to weather this difficult economic

Md. Considers Changing State Song 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. I Maryland law- 
makers are thinking maybe it’s time 
to find a way to scrub “Northern 
scum” — and a few other sensitive 
pre- Civil War phrases — from the 
official state song. 

“Maryland, My Maryland,” set 
to the traditional seasonal tune of 
“O, Tannenbaum,” was written in 
1861 and adopted as the state song 
in 1939 . But now some lawmak- 


ers are pushing for a change to 
the warlike language in what was 
originally a poem that doubled as 
a call to arms. 

Senate President Thomas V. 
Mike Miller wants a new com- 
mission to examine the song and 
consider changing some stanzas 
to reflect the state’s diversity and 
remove offensive phrases. 

“I love history, but there comes 


a time when you have to adjust,” 
Miller, a Democrat, told senators 
Tuesday. 

The song begins with a hostile 
reference to then-President Abra- 
ham Lincoln, who brought troops 
through Baltimore en route to pro- 
tect Washington: “The despot’s heel 
is on thy shore, Maryland! His torch 
is at thy temple door, Maryland!”

Persists 

Area has 2nd-liighest 
rate of diseases in Md., 
according to statistics 

Prince George’s County continues 
to have the second-highest rate of 
sexually transmitted diseases in 
the state of Maryland, according 
to statistics released Tuesday by 
county health officials. Only Bal- 
timore City has a higher rate. 

The county also has the second 
highest number of reported AIDS 
and HIV cases in the state, at 5,240, 
again trailing only Baltimore City, 
said County Health Secretary Don- 
ald Shell. 

Shell said Prince George’s prox- 
imity to the District has continued 
to affect the county’s statistics. Last 
week, health officials in the District 
released a report that found that 
3 percent of District residents have 
HIV or AIDS. 

“There is no border line,” Shell 
said. “Our proximity puts us at 
greater risk.” 

According to data provided to 
the County Council, the Prince 
George’s ZIP codes with the high- 
est rates of HIV or AIDS are the 
ones nearest the wards in the Dis- 
trict with the highest prevalence of

Geithner Makes His Move 


Treasury secretary asks 
Congress for power 
to regulate companies 

WASHINGTON | Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner asked Congress 
on Tuesday for broad new powers to 
regulate nonbank financial compa- 
nies, like troubled insurer American 
International Group, whose collapse 
could jeopardize the economy. 

“AIG highlights broad failures 
of our financial system,” Geithner 
told the House Financial Services 
Committee. “We must ensure that 
our country never faces this situa- 
tion again.” 

At the same time. Federal 
Reserve Chairman Ben Bernanke 


revealed that he had considered fil- 
ing suit to keep AIG from paying 
millions in executive bonuses but 
that his legal advisers counseled 
him against it. 

Much of Tuesday’s discussion 
centered on ways to help the govern- 
ment better deal with future AIG- 
like companies whose failure could 
devastate the financial system and 
drag down the economy. 

“As we have seen with AIG, dis- 
tress at large, interconnected, non- 
depository financial institutions can 
pose systemic risks just as distress 
at banks can,” Geithner said. “The 
administration proposes legisla- 
tion to give the U.S. government the 
same basic set of tools for address- 
ing financial distress at nonbanks 


as it has in the bank context” 

Geithner joined Bernanke in 
calling for greater governmental 
authority over complicated and 
troubled financial companies — 
power they likened to the authority 
wielded over banks by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation. 
That includes the power to seize 
control of institutions, take over 
their bad loans and other illiquid 
assets, and sell good ones to com- 
petitors. 

Geithner made it clear that he 
believes the treasury secretary 
should be granted unprecedented 
power, after consultation with Fed- 
eral Reserve Board officials, to take 
control of a major financial institu-

Arenas Nears His Return 

If all goes according

WIZARDS I After watching Gilbert

A Little Luxury 


Micro-sized hotel 
rooms gain interest 
as the economy sours 

LODGINGS |A New York hotel with 
luxury sheets and state-of-the-art 
audio for less than $100 a night? All 
you have to sacrifice is abit of privacy 
and a little — well, a lot — of space. 

Moving beyond budget accom- 
modations to an idea that borrows 
from a ship’s berth or a train’s sleep- 
er car, developers are gambling that 
in tough times, travelers looking for 
a little pampering at lower prices 
will embrace micro -hotels. 

The concept of an entire hotel 
room the size of a suburban bath- 


room has spread across Europe in 
recent years. And as the U.S. econo- 
my deteriorates, interest in the idea 
has grown, especially in high-priced 
markets such as New York City. 

“It’s certainly the right product 
for the times,” said Tom Botts, a spe- 
cialist in the hotel and travel indus- 
try at Hudson Crossing, a strategic 
advisory firm. 

The trick, says Sean MacPherson, 
co-developer of the Jane hotel in New 
York, is to make its 150 tiny single 
rooms — about 7 feet wide by 8 feet 
long — feel “charming and special” 
rather than simply cramped. 

Guests at the Jane — which is 
opening in stages between now and 
the end of the summer — stash suit- 


cases and clothing in storage spaces 
above and below the narrow bed. 
A large mirror and a small window 
help stave off potential claustropho- 
bia. The “micro-luxury” touches 
include 350 -thread-count sheets, a 
23 -inch flat-screen LCD television, 
a DVD player, an iPod dock and free 
wireless Internet. So, the bathroom? 
You’ll likely have to share two pub- 
lic bathrooms on each floor. 

Botts is skeptical that micro- 
hotels would work in markets 
besides the very largest U.S. cities 
and questioned whether the model 
will be worth the investment for the 
biggest hotel chains. “It might be a 
lot of work for not a lot of payback,” 
he said, kristen a. lee (ap) 
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PLAIN JANE: There’s not much more to see in this room atthe Jane, which offers “micro-luxury” attiny prices in New York.

Animation SKG Inc. Chief Execu- 
tive Jeffrey Katzenberg said. 

Promoting the new DreamWorks 
3-D animated movie “Monsters 
vs. Aliens,” Katzenberg said that it 
takes about $100,000 to upgrade 
traditional theaters with new digital 


projectors and 3-D equipment. 

“It’s harder to get financing right 
now,” he said. 

Katzenberg said there are about 
2,000 theaters capable of 3-D in the 
U.S. , about 200 in mainland China, 
several hundred in the United King- 
dom and 100 in France. 

He said he expects those num- 
bers to “multiply several times” 
soon because the new technology is 
significantly better than the previ- 
ous generation of 3-D, saying they 
compare like “a horse and buggy” 
and a “Ferrari.” 

In the meantime, “Monsters vs. 
Aliens,” which opens on Friday, will 
be released worldwide in both 2-D 
and 3-D formats, with about 15 to 
20 percent of theaters releasing the

Run to BM A and Join the Circus 


A Stunning Picasso 
is the inspiration for 
a big-top exhibition 

MUSEUM I Curators at the Balti- 
more Museum of Art knew they 
were getting an early Pablo Picasso 
masterpiece, “The Acrobat Family,” 
in a rare loan from the Goteborg 
Museum of Art in Sweden. Building 
a show around the picture turned 
out to be easy. 

“We looked through our hold- 
ings,” said Oliver Shell, associate 
curator of European paintings and 
sculpture, “and, lo and behold, the 
Baltimore Museum has a consid- 
erable amount of works inspired 


by the circus.” 

Such was the offhand inspira- 
tion for “A Circus Family: Picasso 
to Leger,” which invites visitors to 
step under the big top and explore 
artists’ fascination with the circus 
from about 1880 to 1950. 

The show includes 36 works by 
Picasso, most of them drawings 
and etchings from the museum’s 
collection that were acquired by 
sisters Etta and Claribel Cone in 
the early 20th century. The Cone 
sisters later became the museum’s 
most prominent benefactors. 

“The Acrobat Family” (1905) 
was the first Picasso painting pur- 
chased by an American collector 
— Leo Stein, the brother of Ger-

trude Stein. 

Many of the etchings treated 
subjects similar to “The Acrobat 
Family,” a strange and haunting 
picture of a gaunt harlequin sitting 
next to his wife and child. 

Other major Picasso pictures 
in the show include “Two Acrobats 
With Dog,” on loan from the Muse- 
um of Modern Art in New York; 
and “Head of Harlequin,” from the 
Detroit Institute of Arts. 

“A lot of it is slightly nostalgic. It’s 
about being an outcast. It’s about 
being shiftless, going from town to 
town, not being rooted. That’s sort 
of autobiographical,” said Shell, who 
noted that Picasso in 1905 was not 
yet a superstar in the art world. 

“For him, these figures were 
timeless creators, living by their 
skill, their wits. He felt himself 
to be like that, too,” Shell said.

I’ve come full circle on Adam 
Lambert. At first, I found him a 
little too perfectly manicured to 
be real. But his audacious perfor- 
mance of “Ring of Fire” earned my 
respect. It takes a lot of nerve to put

MUSIC I “You gotta see ’em live!” 
Years ago, your friends might have 
said that about a jam band if you 
weren’t exactly grooving to their 
records. These days, blogs are say- 
ing it about Baltimore electro-pop 
musician Dan Deacon, since his 
raucous live shows get self-con- 
scious hipsters to dance, but his 
records have been known to leave 
some people cold. 

Such was the buzz about his 
newest CD, “Bromst,” when NPR 
offered listeners an exclusive pre- 
view. Tellingly, NPR’s “Exclusive 
First Listen” page mentions that 
Deacon has “built his reputation 
on live shows.” 


And therein lies the problem 
with “Bromst.” This time around. 
Deacon has emphasized the com- 
ponents that make his music work 


on the dance floor, but left out the 
ingredients that made it fascinat- 
ing for just plain-old listening. Here, 
Deacon pummels the listener with 


pounding rhythms, amped-up key- 
boards and indecipherable vocals — 
all of which probably whip crowds 
into frenzies. What’s missing is 
subtlety and variety. 

Deacon’s music, like that of Daft 
Punk, delivers a kind of electronic 
weirdness that can be genuinely 
exciting — and even be strangely 
addictive, like on his previous effort, 
“Spiderman of the Rings.” Instead, 
“Bromst” offers mostly frantic- 
sounding compositions that get 
repetitive after awhile. It’s forceful 
but also hard to listen to after a few 
minutes. If everything is exciting, 
then nothing is exciting. 

All that said, “Bromst” will prob- 
ably be the album that works best 
for Deacon when he’s working a

A definitive dictionary 
of American jargon is, 
at last, nearly finished 

In 1962, English professor Fred- 
eric Cassidy presented a paper at 
a scholarly conference called, “The 
American Dialect Society Diction- 
ary: How soon?” 

About 50 years, it turns out. 

The Dictionary of American 
Regional English founded by Cassi- 
dy at the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison is nearing completion of 
its final volume of text covering S 
to Z. A new federal grant will help 
the volume get published next year 
and allow the dictionary that lin- 
guists consider a national treasure 
to prepare to go online. 

“It will be a huge milestone,” said 
editor Joan Houston Hall. 

For those who don’t know it from 
Adam’s off ox, the book chronicles 
words and phrases used in specific 
regions of the country. Maps show 
where a subway sandwich might be 
called a hero or grinder, or where a 
potluck might be called a pitch-in 
(Indiana) or a scramble (northern 
Illinois). It’s how Americans do talk, 
not how they should talk. 

The dictionary has been a suc- 
cess far beyond what Cassidy imag- 
ined, even though it was not com- 
pleted before he died in 2000. His 
Madison tombstone reads, “On to 
Z!,” referring to his goal of one day 
completing the dictionary. 

“It’s one of the great American 
scholarly activities, and people will 
be reading it for a century learning 
about the roots of the American 
language,” said William Safire, 
who frequently cites the diction- 
ary in his “On Language” column 
in the New York Times Magazine. 
“It shows the richness and diversity 
of our language.” 

Not only have linguists enjoyed 
the work as expected, but doctors 


have used it to communicate with 
patients, and investigators have 
deployed it to hunt for criminals 
(including the Unabomber). Dia- 
lect coaches in Hollywood and on 
Broadway have used the diction- 
ary’s audio recordings of regional 
speakers to train actors. 

Author Tom Wolfe has called 
the dictionary “my favorite read- 
ing” and used it as he wrote “I am 
Charlotte Simmons.” 

In awarding the two-year, 
$295,000 grant. National Science 
Foundation reviewers called the 
dictionary “a paragon of lexicogra- 
phy,” “one of the most visible public 
faces of linguistics” and a “national 
treasure.”

But the project did not start in 
earnest until 1965, when Cassidy 
dispatched workers to 1,000 care- 
fully chosen U.S. communities to 
interview residents and make audio 
recordings of their speech. 

Workers often slept in “word 
wagons” — vans emblazoned with 
the UW logo — and even were 
chased out of a few southern towns. 
The field work alone took five years 
and produced 2.5 million words 
and phrases. 

Since then, linguists painstak- 
ingly researched the words using 
print materials and decided which 
should be included. If they can dem- 
onstrate a word is regional in terms 
of geography, used by a particular 
group of people or a folk language. 


Draft entries are finished through 
Z but workers are reviewing them to 
see whether they can be improved. 
During a recent visit to their offices 
at UW-Madison’s English depart- 
ment, one was tracing the history 
of the word “stone toter” (a type 
of fish found in parts of the east- 
ern US.). 

Hall has long helped interpret 
regional speech. Beltway report- 
ers turned to her when President 
Bill Clinton said in 1993 that an 
Air Force official who had criti- 
cized him “doesn’t know me from 
Adam’s off ox.” 

Hall said the phrase is used west 
of the Appalachians in place of the 
more popular “he doesn’t know me 
from Adam.” The “off ox” is a ref- 
erence to the days when residents 
there used two oxen to plow fields.
